This leaves the farmer with 
two hundred less working days than the 
factory operative. With a ready cash 
market for all perishable farm products 
there would be ample encourazement for 
the farmer to fill out his three hundred 
days with some profitable work. This ad- 
ditional work would not be drudgery, nor 
unpleasant. It would of vourse be work 
to drive into town with a lot of fruit, veg- 
etables and other farm products, and sell 
them out in a factory village for two, 
four or more dollars; but there is nothing 
unpleasant or irksome about euch woftk, 
and the various sums so obtained and 
obtainable any day in the year would help 
out mightily in producing cotton at a 
price that would compete with the India 
In fact, in the 


ton is well established many farmers 
make more money out of their miscel'a- 
neous crops that they sell to the factory 
population than out of their entire cotton 
crop. 

“If we contemplate the manufacture cf 
the entire crop of the south, the figures 
become stupendous. For example- 
10,000,000 bales at 6c per yard..$ 300,000,000 
10,000,000 bales at 18c per yard... 900,000,000 
16,00€,000 bales at 36c per yard.. 1,800,000,000 

‘For any such results as these we have 
not yet the population. Even that part 
of the population we already have would 
reed much in the way of education and 
training before any very large proportion 
of it could be put to work. But the tig- 
ures show what an opportunity is before 
us. Each of us ought to do our utmost 
for the promotion of manufactures and 
for the education and training of the 
coming generation in the manufacture of 
cotton. 


The Work of Progress. 

“The sentiment in this direction is 
growing conspicuously. I attended not 
long azo a meeting of the Southern Press 
Association held at Richmond, Va. This 
subject of growing interest in industrial 
development was discussed at length, and 
general sentiment that the

From the amount of the deposits re. 
quired in Ohio of the foreign companies 
doing business one would think that the 
Officials of the state either do not want 
any insurance people in the state or 
want to give all the business to a few 
companies. The latest from that state is: 

After January 1, 1900, Commissioner 
Matthews will require a deposit of $150,- 
000 from foreign companies desiring to 
transact employers’ liability in Ohio. The 
‘London Guarantee and Accident recently 
applied for admission to the state. The 
commissioner notified the company that 
it could do business until the close of the 
year upon a $530,000 deposit, but after that 
time $100,000 additional would be required. 


William Francis Upshaw, a prominent 

insurance man of Monroe and editor of 
The Monroe News-Messenger, was in the 
city yesterday. It is probable that Mr. 
Upshaw, who has been with the Bankers’ 
Guarantee Association, will hereafter be 
connected with the Mutual Life company, 
of New York. , 
Assistant Attorney General Ward, at 
the instance of Insurance Commissioner 
Jeff Johnson, of Texas, hae rendered an 
opinion on the overhead writing law pass- 
ed by the twenty-sixth legislature, and 
the opinion nullifies Commissioner John- 
son's ruling. It will be remembered that 
Insurance Commissioner Johnson, early 
in January, issued a circular letter bear- 
ing on the overhead insurance clause, 
holé'ng that a Jocal agent must restrict 
his vusiness to his immediate territory, 
and could not go into the territory of an- 
Other local agent and do business.

Complication ot Tax Digest 
Has Been Completed 


a at

Becrease In Value of Properties Is 
Not So Large 


PROPERTY RETURNED AT $50,125,334 


The Tax Books Closed on July ist 
and the Totals Have Been Rap- 
idly Prepared by County 
Tax Receiver Armi- 
stead. 


The tax returns from Fulton county 
for 1899 show a decrease of $239,691, com- 
pared with the returns of last year. This 
decrease ig due, it is said, to the fact 
that the city tax assessors last year de- 
creased city assessments, and property 
owners of the ’county have tin conse- 
quence made a reduction in their returns. 
The figures quoted do not include the de- 
faulters—those who have failed to make 
returns on their taxable property. 

The county tax digest was completed 
yesterday morning by County Tax Re- 
celver T. M. Armistead, and his report 
will be fileu with the comptroller general 
of the state today. The work on the di- 
gest has been finished several weeks be- 
fore the time wsually set for the com- 
pletion of the books, and Tax Receiver 
Armistead is verv much pleased with 
the way in which the work has been 
done. 

“For a number of weeks past competent 
expert accountants have been. engaged 
in getting the digest into shape so that 
a report might bé filed with the comp- 
troller general as early as possible, and 
this work was only finished yesterday 
morning. 

The valuation of property generally has 
not suffered materially since last year, 
and one of the largest discrepancies oc- 
curs in the returns of building and loan 
association stocks. Last year these were 
quoted at $181,245, but this year the tax 
receiver's books show that only $21,484 
was returned. This is one of the items 
that causes the decreas in the showing 
against that of 188. 

Nearly everything else has increased 
and the digest shows an unusually heal- 
thy state of affairs in the county. There 
are 136 more polls this year than last, and 
there are twenty-eight more professions 
making returns for 1899 than for 1898. 
There is a marked decrease in the returns 
of the negroes for this year. Last year 
the colored population of the county re- 
turned $1,084,315, but this year they only 
return $985,637, a decrease of $458,678. 

‘ihe tax rate for the county this year 
will be based on the total of $50,125,334. 
AS s00n as the comptroller general fixes 
the state rate and makes return to this 
coun}, the county commissioners will 
fix the rate for Fulton county. This 
work will probably be done at the next 
regular meeting of the board.

Child Labor Bill. 

Bibb’s representatives

ing bill at the next legislature, which 
will be introduced under the auspices of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor: 

“To prevent children under the age of 
twelve years from working in the factor- 
and other manufacturing or mechan- 
establishments and workshops of 
state, except under certain condi- 
herein mentioned; to provide 
able punishment for violations of 
act, and for other purposes. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it ts 
is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same: 

“That from and after the passage of 
this act, no child under the age of twelve 

shall be employed in any cotton 
factory or woolen mill or other manu- 
facturing or mechanical establishment 
and workshop in this state, wherein 
steam, electricity, water or any other nig- 
chanical power is used in the manufac 
turing process carried on therein. 

“Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, that all 
owners, or managers ur employees of sala 
factories, mills, other manufacturing 
or mechanical establishments and work- 
shops in this state, as aforesaid, who sall 
employ children therein under the age 
of twelve years, in viviation of tnis act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction there shall be pun- 
ished by a fine for each and every offense, 
or child thus wrongfully employed, in a 
sum not less than $26 and not exceeding

Under the true romanticists the novel 
had the delineation and effective por- 
traiture of beauty in nature. or in art, 
or in “the human form divine” for its 
principal objective feature. 
subjective feature was the exposition of 
the force and variancy of passionate 
love. Exploits of various kinds—of dar- 
ing, bravery and ingenuity in. man, 
suffering and endurance and perhaps of 
waywardness in women—these made up 
what may be called the action of the 
novel. 

Under Balzac beauty was no _ longer 
considered the main feature of the nov- 
elist’s objective treatment: “or beauty 
he substituted actuality. In his subjec- 
tive treatment he insisted that love 
should have no more place or precedence 
than it has in actual life. Love—that is 
to say, the love of man and woman— 
is but one force-factor in the complex 
machinery of human action. There are 
many other motive forces. Among the 
more important of these he placed 
love of money. §o that in Balzac, in- 
stead of the vagaries of the love-passion, 
we have the play and interplay of mod- 


ern real life in all its intricacies of busi- | 


ness and every day employment. He 
presents us the life which now is, or 
which actually has heen. So far, then, 
as the object of his art is concerned, 
Balzac is the very opposite of the ro- 
manticist.
